"I \l MPIJE -JB.ARRELLED CAMPAIGN 

On April 15th we completed the first seven weeks of the 
20-week campaign with 197 shares sold. This is 153 short of 
the quota of 350 required. How are we going to catch up? 
Will we get our 1000 shares at the end of 20 weeks? This is 
entirely up to every shareholder and every canvasser. Would 
jit not be a shame after having reached $65,000 that we did 
not reach $100,000? Would it not be a shame if we lost our 
lease because we were unable to build this year?

Out of 850 pledge cards mailed, only 110 wer returned.

However, I do 
wonder what happened to the 740 shareholders who did not 
take the trouble to say “yes” or “no”, and drop the card in 
the mail. Why this indifference? There is still time, how- 
ewer, to drop that card in the mail, and let the office know 
what we may expect from you, Mr. Shareholder.

Gotland played an important part 
as a trading centre even during the 
early Iron Age, from around 500 
B.C., and then again during the era 
of the Vikings, 800-1050, and in the 
Middle Ages, when its only city, 
Visby, became the most famous 
town of Scandinavia. Hoards of 
Roman, arabic and other coins are 
still discovered on the island practi¬ 
cally every year. The countryside 
counts some one hundred churches 
built before 1350 and still in use. In 
1361 Gotland was invaded by King 
Valdemar Atterdag.of Denmark, who 
led an army of professional soldiers. 
The peasants fought to the last man 
— even boys and women took part 
in the battle, as detailed investi¬ 
gations of mass graves have. re¬ 
vealed — while the merhants of the 
walled city of Visby surrendered 
without fighting.
